£ ATE SUMMER is a fine time for hiking trips and crackling camp 
fires in the open. The days are still comfortably warm, and the nights 
just chill enough for a brisk fire. A perfect time this to take that long 
planned camping trip, or to bundle the family in the car for a steak 
roast in the country.

cent, is intended as an offset to 
the severe crop damage

This ac­ 
tion was taken to assure the con­ 
sum ers of the country of continued 
am ple supplies of wheat, and to 
protect farm ers against 
another

er. 
Adjustm ent A dm inistration

ficials also considered

supplies 
are 
sm aller and that there m ight oe 
better export possibilities at the 
end of another crop year. 
The announcem ent means that 
the individual farm er may plant 
all but 5 per cent of his base acre­ 
age, instead of all but 15 per cent 
as was originally planned before 
the severe crop damage was shown 
by the crop report of August 1. 
The action will have no effect 
upon ajustm ent paym ents to farm ­ 
ers, 
Adjustm ent 
Adm inistration 
officials say, as contract signers 
will receive a sufficient am ount to 
assure them 
parity returns 
on 
their domestic farm allotments. If 
prices are good next year farm ­ 
ers will have more wheat to sell 
at the higher 
price 
under 
this 
plan, and if prices should be low­ 
er, growers have the protection Oi 
the adjustm ent paym ents on their 
allotm ents. 
If crops are average, the 
in­ 
creased acreage, estim ated at 5,- 
200,000 acres, should bring the to­ 
tal crop to m ore than 800 million 
bushels. 
Even very 
poor crops 
would assure ample w heat for our 
domestic needs of 625 million bu­ 
shels. A better than average crop 
would mean more wheat for ex­ 
port or carry-over. 
The increase in acreage is con­

ATE SUMMER is a fine time for hiking trips and crackling camp 
fires in the open. The days are still comfortably warm, and the nights 
just chill enough for a brisk fire. A perfect time this to take that long 
planned camping trip, or to bundle the family in the car for a steak 
roast in the country. 
In the back of your car put the camper’s com­ 
pact bundle of utensils—-an old coffee pot, an iron grill or frying pan, 
a kettle, and some toasting forks or long skewers. And be sure you take 
plenty of good, hearty food along, too—steaks, chops, bacon, ears of 
corn, potatoes, tomatoes, celery, pickles, olives, cheese, crackers, buns, 
and fruit—for city appetites are apt to grow by leaps and bounds in the 
country. So arm yourself with a few of these good recipes for rugged 
camp fire cooking, and strike out into the wilds:
